THIS IS A TIME OF GETTING TOGETHER. 


We may not fullv understand 
what it means to be one heart 
and one soul, but we know the 
Bible tells us that the members 


of the first Church at Jerusalem | 


were one heart and one soul. 
They were so closely united and 
so compacted by that which every 
joint supplieth that there was no 
friction and no division. 

There was no backbiting, no 
criticising one another, no ac- 
cusing, no false teaching, no sel- 
fish theory, no desire for leader- 
ship, no disagreement, no cavil- 
ing over things they did not un- 
derstand. They were all bound 
together in fellowship an‘ love, 
and no occasion for division. 

This was not just a few kins- 
folks and acquaintances but the 


_ record says “‘the multitude of 


them that believed were of one 
heartand one soul.”’ (Acts 4:32.) 
All the members were fresh and 
new and their experience was 
bright and up-to-date. And asa 
result of this unity there was 
great power displayed and ‘‘great 
grace wasuponthemaill.”’ They 
prayed, they were witnesses to 
the outsiders, they preached, 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost and talked in tongues, and 
were all joined together. 


Ohristians of almost every 
church have prayed earnestly 
for a return of the old-time 
power, unity and glory. They 
have tried to throw down the 
bars that separated so they could 
have a revival, but the one heart 
and one soul experience was not 
reached as long as they were 
separated in society and doc- 
tine. 

But the Ohurch of God now is 
the same as the Ohurch of God 
then. There is no difference ex- 
cept in the people. Those who 
lived then have passed away, 
and we have been raised up to 
take their place. But the Savior 
is the same, the laws are the 
same, the fellowshship is the 
same, the love is the same, the 
grace is the same, and the whole 
body is joiued together no matter 
if distance does seem to sepa- 
rate. 

They had the signs and won- 
ders, although the record does 
not say what the sigus and won- 
ders were. Some would suppose 
these signs and wonders were 
miraculous healings, 
taking up serpents, handling fire, 
and other such miracles were 
useless and unknown. Since 
Jesus names taking up serpent; 
I do not consider it wrong to 
suppose they took up serpents as 
one of the wonders, and talked 
in ‘“tnew tongues” as one of the 
signs. (Mark 16:17—20.) 

Some seem to think that the 
signs and wonders as they ap- 
pear among us today have a ten- 
dency to separate rather than to 
unify, but in the early church 
the signs and wonders were done 
and the effect wus to draw the 
saints closer together and bring 
the multitudes into this way be- 
sides. Almost every time after 
mention is made of signs and 
wonders there follows the state-

(Acts 2 :48—47 ;5 :12—14.) 


In consideration of the prac- 
tices of the early church we con- 
clude signs and wonders are help- 
ful in convincing and convicting 
the people and are effective for 
good in leading people to Ohrist 
and His great and wonderful 
Mhurch. Signs and wonders in 
our day have proven to be effec- 
tive for good in the same way. 
We, therefore, feel that it is 
important to encourage a per- 
formance of signs and wonders, 
but in doing this we do not 
mean fanaticism or mere human 
performances. 


The eubject—One heart and 
one soul—implies a close union, 
It implies an extremely close 
fellowship; something similar to 
that of a family—father and 
mother and the children. The 
interest of every one in the home 
is carefully guarded. The father 
leoks after the support. The 
mother guides the house (1 Tim. 
5:14), the older children labor 
and toil with the parents and 
share the responsibilities of the 
home and vet they do not trv to 
take the place of the parents 
in their government and cule. 
They may offer suggestions about 
how certain work should be done, 
but decisions are made by the 
parents. The mother is to be 
counseled, but the father is the 
highest tribunal 

One heart and one soul de- 
stroys any likelyhood of factions 
and divisions. When a decision 
is made by the father—the high- 
est tribunal—the whole family 
enters heartily into the work, 
whatever it is, and all work to- 
gether to accomplish the task. 


In the early Ohurch when they 
were one heart and one soul they 
“continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine.” They did 
not separate into factions and 
criticise their leaders and try to 
hunt up something new to intro- 
duce at the next meeting. hey 
were content and happy and will- 
ing to go or stay or anything for 
the best interest of the Ohurch 
This is what we want today 
We have it in the Ohurch of God 
to an extent, but probably not 
as full and complete as it was 
originally. But the whole body 
is joined together and as it 
develops in knowledge, under- 
standing, wisdom and submissioi: 
the fellowship and lave will be 
come more compacted. 

Many of the members are is» 
lated and do not have the priv 
ileges that those enjoy who live 
near a regular place of worship 
where they can attend Sunday 
school every Sunday, and divine 
services three or four times a 
week, but they are just as truly 
members as if they were near by. 
They are a part of the body 
and the spirit of the one heart 
and one soul isin them so long 
as they remain true to God and 
d» not become estranged by out 
side teaching and influences. 


There are outside influences 
working now, and strange to say, 
we occasionally find some of our 
members affected by some of

together. Factions and divisions 
are in the world, but these do 
not belong to the people of God. 
The Lord’s people are to be knit 
together and compacted—one 
heart and one soul—and any- 
thing else is contrary to the 
teaching of the Bible. Pau! be- 
came both eloquent and enthusi 
astic when he wrote to the Oor- 
inthian church on the subject of 
unity as he said, ‘‘Now I beseech 
you, brethren, by the name of 
our Lord Jesus Ohrist, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among 
you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind 
and in the same judgment.” 
(1 Oor. 1:10.) 

Division among Christians is 
both detrimental to the cause 
and uniawful. ‘To gain success 
it requires unity. To have God's 


approbation requires legality. 
When they were one heart and 
one soul in the early Church 


they had favor with all the peo. 
ple, (Acts 2:47.) and multitudes 
were added to the Church both 
men and women. The wonder- 
ful influence of unity is shown 
by an expression of Jesus to His 
disciples viz —‘*By this shall al! 
men know that ye are my dis 
ciples, if ye have love one t 
another.’”’ (John 13:35.) 

It has to be acknowledged that 
love cannot play a good part 
where there is division. There 
may be some of the love of God 
in the hearts of two men that ar: 
divided in doctrine, but it can 
cannot be displayed in the fnllest 
and freest sense. People in this 
condition may try to sugar coat 
and white wash over the di- 
vision and try to make a good 
appearance, but the angels oi 
God well know it is a sham and 
largely put on, and people of 
close observant nature can tel) 
it, and it will not be hidden long 
from those who are less careful te 
give attension to such things. 

{It is too late now to play 
religion. Success must crown 
our efforts now, and to be sue- 
cessful we are obliged to be so 
closely united that it can be 
truthfully said as of old, “One 
heart and one soul.”’ The whol: 
body of believers joined together 
no matter if distance does seem 
to separate. Apostles, prophets, 
evangelists, pastors and teachers 
all work to the same end—unity. 
This 1s shown by Paul to the 
Ephesian charch.( Eph.4:11—16 ) 
Any teacher, pastor, or evange- 
list that sows discord, and by 
teaching doctrine contrary to the 
apostles’ doctrine causes division 
among the saints is unworthy of 
that position and must be called 
up and chastised or reprimanded 
in proportion to the gravity of 
the offence,and if there is no sub- 
mission they should be recalled 
from the ministry. 


It is not God’s purpose for His 
children to be tossed to and fro 
and carried about with every 
wind of doctrine. It is still 
worse for the ministers to teach 
so contrary to each other that 
they cause the children to swing

Confasion of tungues was the 


cause of the separation of the 
people at the tower of Babel and 
was the direct cause of them 
building the city. 
Oonfusion of teaching, or division 
in doctrine and opinions will 
be enough to cause the building 
of any church or Sunday school 
to cease. Division among Obris 
tians is a curse and an awful dis- 
yrace. It must be driven out as 
a wild beast. it must be treated 
as a vile enemy and shunned as a 
burning hell. It is slaving its 
millions by landing them in the 
regions of the damned. And the 
only weapon that will slay this 
vile and treacherous foe is the 
garuished two-edged sword of 
unitv. One heart and one soul 
will prevent his stalking about 
the camp Unity will slay him 
every timé. 

The Ohristians of every land 
should unite their forces, break 
over the top and slay the wretch 
He does not deserve to live He 
has caused enough trouble al- 
ready. He has been the means 
of breaking the hearts of multi 
tudes of innocent 
Away with him! Away with 
him! This is atime of getting 
together. ‘The multitudes are 
throwing down their worthless 
opinions and bending to. the 
apostles’ doctrine; and this runs 
them to the Church of God with 


sufferers, 


all of her gifts, graces, signs, 
wonders, glory, power and love. 
fall elujah! 

“Be ye therefore followers of 


God as dear children and walk 
in love,’ says Paul. When this 
command is heeded by two men 
they are bound to walk together 
God is not divided, therefore, He 
does not divide men.

This enemy may not be 
visible, but rest assured that if I 
obey God and yon do the same 
there is no division. 

Now, beloved, let us draw a 
little closer together in spirit, 
and have it said of us as it 
was of the Church in the begin- 
ning, ‘The multitudes of them 
that believed were of one heart 
and one soul x x x, and great grace 
was upon them all.’?

THE BIBLE 
USED BY JESUS 


0. W. ALEXANDER. 











From time immemorial the 
world has had its sacred books, 
the doctrines and usages, taught 
by Contucius, Zoroaster, Maho- 
met, and other so-called religious 
lenders, and to which their ad- 
herents make their final appeal 
for the settlement of all contro- 


versies. Many good things are 
found in them all, and wise 
and mighty counsels are not 


wanting in any, but they fail to 
provide for the deep felt needs of 
our spiritual and physical nature. 
Among the sacred books with 
which mankind has been made 
familiar there is one which in 
age, style, contents,and influence 
is im measurably superior to them 
all, and that one is the took to 
which our Lord and Master made 
‘His appeals, and to which, in its 
complered form, we make ours, 
{

iw! to which we look for help 


ing to the soul. 

The Bible used by Jesus dif- 
fered from ours in that it con- 
tained the vid Testament, as no 
part of the new had then been 
written. It was not divided into 
chapters and verses as 1t is now, 


was written on parchment rolls 
or on skins especially prepared 
for the purpose, and not in book 
form as at present. It was ip 
the language of that age and 
very unlike the conveniently 
arranged and admirably gotten 
up volumn now in use. 

Like ours, the Bible Jesus used 
was a translation. Some two 
hundred years before the Savior’s 
advent the Scriptures had been 
translated out of the old Hebrew 
tongue into the then modern 
Greek for the special use of the 
numerous Jews who had settled 
in Egypt, and as the Jews of 
Palestine had ceased to speak 
their old mother tongue this ver- 
sion had in Christ’s time become 
the one generally in use in the 
services of the synagogue and 
of the temple. From this we 
learn that a faithful translation 
possesses the same authority as 
the original, and upon it the 
Divine blessing may be confi 
dently looked for. This is » 
matter of great importance to 
the Ohurch of God missionaries 
and ministers in their endeavor 
to give the Word of life to the 
people. 

The Bible used by Jesus is 
under tire. Never, perhaps, since 
the enthronement of Ohristianity 
in the palace of Oaesar has it 
been so severely criticised as i: 
Men of the 
highest culture and acknowl 
edged alility are doing their 
utmost tu invalidate its claims, 
to weaken its authority and to 


ness of its statements. This of 
course is nothing new, for Hume 
and Voltaire, Gibbon and Pam 
opposed the truth in their day, 
with the fierceness of fiends, 
but they failed to make good 
their case, and Ingersoll and 
others in our day have succeeded 
jno better. But the saddest phase 
|of the matter is that professed 
friends of the Bible have gone 
jover to the enemy, and even 
some wearing the livery of the 
Ohristian ministry have giveu 
aid and comfort to the caviler an: 
sceptic. As it is much 
easier to deal with an open en- 
-emy than with a treacherous 
friend, it is much easier to 
fight an avowed infidel than a 
PROFESSED BELIEVER. But 
whether they do or do not desire 
it, those who are seeking to deny 
| the authenticity and genuine- 
ness of the Old Testament are 
simply playing into the the hands 
of the common foes of God and 
| of man, and must be ranged un- 
der the one banner. 





It has been said that all such 
questions are to be settled by 
the colleges, and that oniy men 
with trained minds and the 
large scholarship are qualified 
to decide the question as to 
whether or not the Bible is 
what we claim it to be. To such 
a statement we decidedly demur. 
The Bible was not written for 
SOHOLARS but for the OOM- 
MON people, not for the intel-

prove that Jesus, Our Master, 
believed and treated it as divine, 
gave it His indorsement, and 
appealed to it asan authority 
not to be questioned, then, if 
we accept Him as our Savior and 
Teacher, we cannot reject the 
300k He rated so highly. 

We do not wish to be under- 
stood as saying that every word 
and letter in our version is the 
same as came from pens of the 
original writers. Translators find 
it impossible to give a literal 
rendering to many words in one 
language hecause their equiva- 
lents are not met with in an- 
other. Then, iu the lapse of ages 
words change their meanings, 
become obsolete, and new ones 
take their place. For instance, 
Paul tells the Romans he had 
often purposed to visit but up to 
that time had been “‘let.’? The 
word then meant ‘‘hindered,” 
Whereas, it now signifies the 
very opposite. [tis very possible 
that words may have been in- 
serted by transcribers that were 
not in the original copies, indeed 
such was to have been expected- 

But what we contend for 1s this, 
that to all intents and purposes 
we have the same book Jesus had, 
that it contains the Law, the Pro- 
phets and the Psalms as it did 
then,and that the themeson which 
we dwell, and the great facts and 
doctrine we base our appeals to 
the heart and to the conscience 
are the same on which He dwelt 
and which He made use of for 
the same purpose. If then He is 
our pattern and guide, if it is 
sate to follow His example, and 
if His indorsemeut of the Old 
Lestament Scriptures is confirm- 
atory of its authority, then we 
have ouly to show that he preach- 
ed from it, quoted it abundantly, 
acknowiedged the claims it made 
upon Him, not merely as a Jew, 
but as the Son, and appealed to 
in vindication of His right to be 
regarded as the Messiah. 

Ohrist regarded the great his- 
torical characters referred to in 
the Bible as men and not myths, 
as bona tide beings and not as im- 
aginable creatures. He speaks of 
them by name. Abel, the first 
martyr for the truth; Noah, the 
second father of the race; Abra- 
ham, the founder of the Hebrew 
nation; Moses, their great deliv- 
erer and law-giver; David, whose 
sacred and patriotic songs were 
sung in the sanctuary and in the 
home; Solomon, who built their 
holy and beautiful temple; Elijah, 
the hero prophet; Isaish, who 
gave encouragemet in the days 
of distress and gloom ;and Daniey 
who foretold so clearly their po- 
litical degradation. Between the 
first and last of these men there 
was a period of about forty cen- 
turies. Thus, in speaking of 
them as He did He endorsed the 
record as reliable, and surely if 
He did, we may. 

But He does more, He gives 
particulars and cites incidents of 
tremendous interest. Some of 
these have been ridiculed by 
modern critics. He warns his 
hearers that ruin may come upon

The visitof the Queen of Sheba 
to Jerusalem to see, for herself, 
whether what she had heard of 
the wisdom of Solomon was or 
was not correct, is regarded as 
an histosical event of more than 
ordinary importance. The res- 
toration to life of the son of the 
widow of Sarepta is spoken of as 
a bona fide miracle. The story 
of Jonah staying three days and 
nights in the belly of a whale 
which has furnished the sceptic 
with such an amount of merri- 
ment was cited by the Savior as 
one of the facts of history, 
and was made a type of the 
GREATEST of all MIRAOLES— 
His own Resurrection. 

Again Jesus appealed to His 
Bible in support of the doctrine 
He taught and of the claims He 
put forth as to His being the 
Messiah: and from among these 
attention is called particularly to 
one. His resurrection was the 
greatest event of the ages, and 
on it rests the whole Obristian 
economy. Indeed, so important 
did Paul regard it that he made 
the daring assertion, ‘“‘If Christ 
be not risen from the dead, your 
faith 1s vain, ye are yet in your 
sins.’”? That great fact was ques- 
tioned then and it is questioned 
now, and around it rages the 
fiercest fight for the TRUTH. 
Prove that to have been a lie, 
an invention of the early church 
to uphold a bad cause, and OUhris- 
tianity is at once seen to be a 
delusion and a snare, and the 
sooner belief in it is abandoned 
the better. 


On this all-important matter 
Jesus had much to say. Before 
His crucifixion, He always asso. 
ciated His rising again with His 
death, both in parables and in 
direct statement. (Luke 1s :3] 
—33 ) On his way to Emmaus 
on the afternoon of the resurrec 
tion, in reply to the doubts ex- 
pressed by the two disciples as 
to the report that He had risen, 
His words were: ‘Oh fools, and 
slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken. Ought 
not christ to have suffered and 
to enter into his glory?’’ And 
we are told that, ‘Beginning at. 
Moses and all the prophets, he 
expounded unto them in all the 
Scriptures the thing concerning 
himeelf,’’ 

Now if we believe the New 
testament record concerning Je- 
sus, if we look to Him as our 
Savior, and if we regard Him as 
the Son of God and the Redeemer 
of His saints; His citing of Old 
festament Scripture in support 
of His teachings and in defense 
of His claims put His seal upon 
the Book and lends it the au- 


| 





recorded utterances there are 
four refernces to Genesis, three 
to Exodus, two to Numbers, five 
to Leviticus and three to Deuter- 
onomy—seventeen in all—thus 
endorsing five books of Moses. 
Hallelujah! There are allusions 
to the books of Samuel, the 
Kings, Daniel, Hosea, Jonah, 
Zechariah, Isaiah, Malachi, and 
the Psalms; and of the whole He 
frequently referred to as ‘‘The 
Scriptures,’’ or as ‘‘The Law and 
the Prophets.’’ He then sanc- 
tioned it as a whole, sanctioned 
it in detail, and by precept and 
by example recommended it asa 
book to be studied, believed in 
and oheyed, as an authority 
supreme and divine. He loved 
it in life. used it in His work, 
died with its words upon His lips, 
and among the last words uttered 
before His ascension were words 
from the good old Book. While 
the ordinary reader may not be 
able because of lack of scholar- 
ship or ability to repute the 
argument of these destructive 
critics, he can fall back upon the 
example and words of Jesus, and 
feel that in believing and doing 
what the Savior believed and 
did, he 1s perfectly safe. Opin- 
ions about it have changed, doc- 
trines drawn from it have been 
modified and various tests have 
been applied to it, but its au- 
thority remains unshaken. It is 
still our guide in perplexity, our 
comforter in sorrow, and the en- 
courager of our hope and confi- 
dence in our work.
